It saved the 


republic, 
which 
Washington

founded, it established a union of free 
states, one and 
inseparable 
forever 


and it emancipated the slaves so that 
no more forever can n single slave le- 
gally exist on American soil or under 
the American Hag. 
As 'wars 
were 


fought before the twentieth 
century, 


there was due respect for the laws of 
humanity, for the rights of 
neutrals 


and for non-combatants. There was a 
degree of valor and chivalry involved 
and the victor never tried to crush the 
vanquished.

CHICAGO. May 29.—Despite the fact 


tbat American railroads showed a gain 
of $79,000.000 in traffic in the lirst quar- 
ter of 1917. they suffered a loss of S26.- 
000,000 in prollt in comparison with 
the same period of a year ago, accord- 
ing to report to the bureau of railway 
news and statistics made public to- 
day. 


Railways of the United Stales, tho 


report says, were forced to spend 5101.- 
791,000 more in operating expenses and 
taxes to handle $79,000,000 more traf- 
fic during the first quarter of 1917 In 
comparison with (he same months of 
1916. Net operating income remaining 
after taxes, in spite of the addition 
to gross revenues, fell $2r>.801.000 un- 
der a year ago. 
The figures given by 
the bureau apply to all railroads in 
the United States with a mileage of 
over 250.000 miles, as based on a re- 
port of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for a partial mileage of 230.- 
073 miles on the largest railroads of 
the country.
